• asked 
Congress 
today 
for 


a prompt $5,000.000,000 in- 
crease in taxes, to be col- 
lected partly from individ- 
uals and partly from busi- 
ness. 


He proposed that the higher 


taxes on individuals start coming 
out 
of paychecks 
received 
after 


Oct. 1. He said the new with- 
holding rate should be 
18 per 


cent instead of 
15 per 
cent on 


that part 
of wages 
subject 
to 


withholding. 


On Individual income taxes, Mr. 


Truman proposed a leturn to the 
rates of 1945. 


This was at the peak of World 


War II rates and would mean a 
sharp boost in taxes for the 52,- 
000,000 taxpayers. 


As to corporations, Mr. Truman 


proposed to increase the normal 
corporate rate from 21 to 25 per 
eent. Mr. Truman said this would 
result in a 25 pei cent tax on the 
Jirst $25,000 of the corporation's 
income and a 45 per cent tax on 
the rest. 


The tax bill now before George's 


committee proposes to cut some 
of the wartime excise taxes—the 
levies such as those on telephone 
bills, railroad tickets, ftirs and 
luggage. 


Mr. Truman asked that these 


proposed cuts and other revenue- 
losing provisions be dropped, but 
that Congress keep those 
parts 


that close loopholes, apply with- 
holding taxes to corporate divi- 
dends and change taxes of lit* ir.- 
iLirance companies. 
- 
Although asking a return to 1945 


individual income tax rates, Mr. 
Truman said the present personal 
exemptions ot $600 a person and 
the privilige of income splitting 
between husband and wife would 
be left unchanged. 


In 1945, the personal exemption 


was $500. It was raised to $600 
by a 1948 bill which cut taxes all 
•long the line for individuals. 


One effect of the increase in the 


•xemption to ?600 was to drop 
»ome 7,400,000 persons with small 
Income* from the tax rolls.

WASHINGTON.—A 
significant, 
c*f-the-rec- 


ord meeting took place in the 
office of the 


secretary of defense on the morning 
President 


Truman 
sent 
his 
re-armament 
program 
to 


Congress. 


Secretary Louis Johnson, who had previously 


hacked billions from the armament estimates 
of the joint chiefs of staff, called in his most 
vigorous opponent, Kep. Carl Vinson o' Georgia, 
and said quietly: "I need your help, Congress- 
man. You were right." 


Vinson, the powerful chairman of the House 


Armed Services committee, replied: "We'll let 
bygones be bygones, Mr. Secretary. The Im- 
portant thing is that we all work together to 
get the kind of defense we need to win a war." 


When Johnson explained the plans for an 


enlarged Army, Navy, and Air Force, they were 
virtually identical "to the. demands Vinson has 
been making like a modern Jeremiah 
ever 


since the end of World War IL 


A year and a half ago, in defending a joint 


chiefs 
estimate 
of 
$30,000,000,000, 
Vinson 


argued that our minimum defense needs were: 


Army strength of 711,668; purchase of 673 


new Skysweeper anti-aircraft suns; modernize 
743 medium tanks; put 421,314 Army reserves 
on drill-pay 
status; build 
up 
the 
Navy to 


553,700 officers 
and 
enlisted men; 
restore a 


$98,000,000 cut in the Navy's maintenance and 
operation budget; spend $1,030,000,000 for new 
naval aircraft and $220,000,000 for naval re- 
search; and add $800,000,000 to the Air Force 
to buy 702 more planes. 


At that time, the farsighted Georgian told 


congressional associates: 


"The 
Army has not been able to acquire 


trough new tanks and ii left with World War 
II tanks that can't stand up to the latest tank 
produced elsewhere in the world. 


"The cut in the reserves and National Guard 


curtails equipment by 50 per cent and gives 
11* a paper force only," Vinson continued. "The 
Navy budget provides only one-half the need 
for a modern air arm, and eliminates the de- 
velopment of two aircraft prototypes. This at 
'• time when almost every nation ha* scientists 
working day and night on more 
destructive 


weapons. 


"It seems^ to me w« are itirting on a .short- 


righted perilous road." 


Senatorial Privilege 


Criticism of Senators rather than Commu- 


nists in the State Department caused the big 
argument inside th« Senate Foreign Relations 
committee when It considered 
the 
McCarthy 


report behind closed doors. 


GOP Senators Henry Lodge 
of Massachu- 


setts and Bourke >Lckcnlooper of Iowa yelled 
louc.est about two paragraphs 
in the report 


chiding them' for absenteeism from the 
sub- 


committee. 


Lodge exploded for almost 10 minutes on 


this one subject. 


"This is an outrage," he shouted at Senator 


Millard Tydings, who drafted the report, "I 
was legitimately absent. It's unheard of for a 
Senator to be insulted in this fashion." 


"Oh, 
quiet down," Tydings 
finally shouted 


back. "I didn't mean to insu.lt anybody. If you 
want that part out, we'll take it out." 


But Tydings pointedly reminded the two dis- 


senters that they couldn't have devoted much 
time to the subcommittee, since Lodge ad- 
mitted reading only 19 of the 81 State Depart- 
ment files on employees accused by McCarthy, 
while Hickcnlooper read only nine. 


"But 
the files we: e inconclusive," chorused 


Loclg-e and 
Hickcnlooper. 


"Well, if that is true, then it goes to prove 


that Joe McCarthy 
was wrong in the 
first 


place," declared Democratic Senator 
Theodore 


Green of Khridc Island. "There's not sufficient 
evidence in tne files to back up his charges."

very important, we've nevei had to defend 


our own soil the way Br.tain and Russia had 
to do in World War II. 


A vast continental island far from the scene 


of recent wars, we had come to take our Jb- 
erties anri our safety for gi anted. It was hard 
for us to see the peril In a conflict waged thou- 
sands of miles from American shores. It still is. 


If war came to our soil, i C our freedom were 


directly threatened, there's little doubt how we 
world fight. What we must realize is that wrth 
Russia giasplng for power everywhere, Ameri- 
can soil is indeed 
menaced 
by every Soviet 


breach of the peace, For today we aie the real 
enemy—the only enemy with strength. 


Against colossal Russia, numbers and material 


substance wou.d not necessar.ly be on our side. 
To be ready for such an adversary, we must 
have both quality and quantity in men and 
arms, The higher virtues of a peace-loving peo- 
ple are not enough in this crisis.
